0CI REPORT. 

It Is but due for us to say that any credit 
that may be due for the present report of tho 
meeting lo-day Is duo entirely to our able, 
active, energetic nnd efficient reporter of 
GreonwiKMl, without whose aid we could have 
done nothing. 

The Importance of the town nnd the Inter- 
est which this grand celebration has created 
may be better understood when we say that 
editors and newspaper reporters from the 
neighboring cities have given due prominence 
to the occasion. Tho lieu* ami 0>m-icr has 
had n member of the editorial station the 
ground fo.' several days, and many other re- 
porters and editors are on the Held to-day. 
The .Xcwiand Courier of yesterday contained 
tho following, which is a mere extract from 
a long and Interesting piece. 

This town affords one of the mosl Interest- 
ing examples of rapid development lo be 
found In thlsStntu. Not more than five years 
ago It had no future In the sense of Industrial 
or commercial advancement. Itbeean llsex- 
istenee about sixty-five years ago In a very 
modest way with a single log cabin, but Its de- 
lightful and healthful location soon brought 
It Into prominence, although merely as a re- 
sort for the planters of the surrounding coun- 
try. In those days there were no railroads, 
bul near the Intersection of the Hamburg and 
Cambridge roads tho town began to be built. 
For many years a dozen houses of the most 
ancient type wore all that exlBtcd of Green- 
wood, and these still remain, more as monu- 
ments of the old rather than ornaments of the 
now town. The old town bus praclleally 
been abandoned by the progressive people of 
the new departure, who have moved up. as 
might have been expected. Into close relations 
with the new railroads. 

THE Ml'SICPAI. OONEBNMENT. 

The government of the town Is under the 
following: Intendant, C. A. C. Waller, and 
Wardens B. Reynolds, J. W. Hill, T. F. Riley 
and RnbenlGrlfHn. It has been found that 
Ihe public departments can be run at an ex- 
pense ol (MIX). S'JOO of which Is obtained from a 
ISO dsugglsts license. The rest Is raised by a 
real estate tax of Sl.SU on the $1,000 and by a 
commutation tax of 81 annually for street 
work. The low expenditures are largely ac- 
counted for by the fact that the drainage of 
the town Ib natural, the town being ou a wa- 
ter shed, which makes unnecessary the con- 
struction of sewers and drains. There Is only 
ono member of the police force and be Is paid 
SI0 a month, from a subscription fund raised 
by tho merchants. This police force only ap- 
pears at night. 

Altogether the Greenwood community Is 
about the most Independent and consequent- 
ly the happiest lo be found in thousands of 
miles of travel. 

There Is an excellent hotel, kept by Mr. 
T. F. R'.ley, a very courteous, genial nnd In- 
telligent landlord, who makes everybody 
who comes to Greenwood feel at home. His 
hotel Is one of the finest buildings In the 
town, Is well kept and In every respect a 
establishment.

Greenwood, a town of 1.600 Inhabitants, is 
situated In Abbeville county, on the dividing 
ridge between the waters of Savannah nml 
Saluda rivers. It Is the centre ol a clrclo 
whose circumference extends to Augusta. Col- 
umbia, Spartanburg nnd Greenville, and is 
therefore Ihe heart of the Piedmont region, 
embracing the most fertile and wealthy sec- 
tion of the Slate. . 

Her origin and early history Is fresh in the 
memory of her oldest inhabitants. The loca- 
tion of the town was originally selected by 
wealthy farmers who owned large plantations 
on the waters of Saluda river In this and ad- 
joining counties, as a health resort, whither 
they repaired, with their families, duilng the 
summer, to enjoy Its pure, health-giving wa- 
ters— beyood the reach of malaria. The first 
residence was a nent double log cabin creeled 
In 1&8 by Judge JohnMcGhee, lateofHorida, 
on a beautiful emlnouce In the centre of the 
present village, adjoining the lot of tho Meth- 
odist church. The lands on wnlch tho town 
li located were owned by J. Y. Jones, the 
grandfather of the present County Auditor, 
and were sold by him in small lots nt 810 per 
acre. Judge McGhec was soon followed by 

OLD CAMBRIDGE WAS DISMANTLED. 

About tills time, tho town of Cam- 
bridge-! he county sent of the old Nloety- 
Slx District of colonial limes, which had 
grown to a town of considerable commercial, 
as well as political and literary Imporlonce- 
beean to decline. Cambridge was located on 
Ninety-Six creek nenr the present boundary 
of Edgefield and Abbeville counties, on the 
public highway leading from Charleston to 
the mountains. The lands were unsurpassed 
In fertility. There the legal business of one 
fourth of the territory or tho Slate had been 
transacted, and a largo public library accu- 
mulated under the auspices of the Cambridge 
Kducatlonal Association. The subdivision i of 
Nln.-ty-SIx District Into smaller Judicial dis- 
tricts, as they were known before the adop- 
tion of iho present term county, nnd the iin- 
healthfulnoss of the locality, brought about 
the complete obliteration of a once prosper 
ous town. Many of her people moved to 
Greenwood, and some oflior houses were 
brought here and re-erected. Among lin- 
early sctllers of Greenwood were Or llin. 
Bvrd. Calhoun. Hackctt. Wnllor, lllnko, Rey- 
nolds. Logon, McClcllan, Vance. Crews, Bo ll- 
van Watson, White and others, nil represen- 
tative men. whoso Influence contributed 
much to mould, not only Ihe high character 
of Abbeville county, bul, lo n considerable 
extent, was fell by the whole State as ; subsc- 
onont events, of which menllon will lie made 
In the progress of this narallve. will show. 

Tho accuracy of their Judgment In the scloc- 
Hon of a health resort Is strlklugly exempli- 
fied In the fact that a larger proportion or her 
elllzeus have out-lived their three score years 
ond ten. than III any other town In the Slate 
of equal extent ol population. Tho soil s 
sandy, wllh but little clay in It; the walor Is 
as pure ond sweet as that which gushes from 
the mountain's side: tho climate Is dellghl- 
fully Invigorating end the atmosphcro is free 
from malaria. 

THE GREENWOOD EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
TION-DISTINGUISHED KDCCATORS EM- 
PLOYED. 

Such a body of men having united their for- 
tunes In one community, nt once sel about 
Ihe establishment of schools. They formed 
an association for which they 
charter under the name of the 
Educational Association. ' 

On the dissolution of the old Cambridge n«- 
soclallon-whlch. by the way, had cslnbll-h- 
ed and fostered Mi Jtlon College in Winn s- 
boro, S.C— Its library, chemical and philoso- 
phical apparatus, and lis museum were irons 
ferred to the Greenwood association. Thus 
equipped they erected the commodious build- 
IngknownasthcOld Chapel, whose lofty sloe- 
pie siands to-day as a monument to Ihe inciu- 
orv ard as an Index ol the wisdom of Its roun- 
ders. They employed, from lime to time, 
such educators as James L. Lcs.ey. James 11. 
Giles. Samuel Trowbridge, Dr. Isaac Anld, 
William Adams, William I.. Harris ami a 
ImigHst of others of equnl distinction, whoso

a reputation and a patronage which extend- 
ed beyond the limits or this Slate. These 
schools were largely ullcndcd. nnd Ihelr an- 
nual public examination* were occasions 
whlrh drew together perhaps as largo crowd- 
of visitors iui are usually assembled on com- 
mencement occasions In »ur colleges These 
annual examinations wore eondneled icry 
much after tho mauner of .college commence- 
ments. There whs the searching examina- 
tion of Ihe pupil, by a committee- of gentle- 
men selected for the purpose declamation and 
original essays, read, and some illsiln;ulslicd 
speaker was Invited to deliver the annual ad- 
dress before the association. 

An Idcldent characteristic or the men who 
composed this association Is worthy or men- 
tion. W. R. Taber, Esq.. editor ol the Char- 
leston Mercury, and a young man ot grcal pro- 
mise— having delivered an address before the 
literary societies of the South Carol Inn College 
on populareducatlon. In which he look high 
grounds against the education or tho masses.

He was burnt In effigy and Such 
oilier manifestations of popular disapproval 
were Indulged In as to arouse a counter spirit 
lu the breasts of the noble nnd generous. Tho 
Greenwood association determined lo Invito 
him to deliver their next annual address, 
which he readily accepted, and declared that 
It was a ray of light coming to him In Im- 
penetrable durkness. 

SOME>>K THE GOOD WORK OF GREENWOOD'S 
SCHOOLS — NAMES OF SOME OK Til I STT D- 
ENTS WHOSE A ITER I.IVES REFLECT 
CREDIT ON THE COUNTRY. 
Of the number or pupils who received their 
elementary training In whole or In part In 
these schools, many have risen to distinction. 
It was here that McGowan. Brook*, Tillman 
Morogne.Slmonds. Blake, Logan, Boozer and 
a host of others, laid the foundation of tno 
future eminence to which they attained at 
the bar, on the bench, In the counting room 
In the balls of congress nnd In tho chairs of 
college professors. 

WHEN THE FIRST CHAPTER IN THE HISTORY 
OK HER SCHOOL.1 HAD 1IEEN FINISHED, 
THE PEOPLE ADJUSTED THEMSELVES TO 
THE CHANGE AND REBUILT FINER AND 
BETTER SCHOOLS. 

Abbeville and adjoining counties were 
especially blessed by the benefits which 
proceeded from this centre to learn- 
ing, nnd they can point wllh pride of a long 
list of worthy citizens yet living who were 
prepared here to adorn the various walks of 
private life. These schools continued wllh 
varied success up to the breaking out ol the 
war, which put nn ond to educational, us it 
did to all other kIioiqm, for the time. At 
this point Is a blank page, covering n decade 
In the history of her schools. 

The close of the war brought with it Ihe 
same sad results to Greenwood, which were 
experienced bv every other town of the South. 
Many of her best men had fallen on Iho Meld 
of battle, and a general wreck of fortune fol- 
lowed the Issues of wor. Nothing daunted,

Atthbtlunetnre in IheJrcrhd* iho old chap- 
was sold, in the fall of lss.7. and passel 
Into the hands of private Individu- 
als; the extensive wings on either side 
were taken down, and nothlnx of 
the former building left except tho main liody 
wllh Its tall sleeple— about as unsightly a 
spectacle as ono will over meet with In the 
matter of architectural design.

Thlscoiidlliou 
or her scIksiIs, though unsatisfactory, was not 
without lis beneficial result*. It served lo 
SllOW that school*, like all oilier enterprises 
under the new regime would have lo ho eon- 
dueled nt Iho risk of the leoeJicr, and on his 
Individual responsibility. Parents were no 
long.-r willing In lax Ihcmsolvcs without a 
satisfactory guarantee thai nn oqulvoliMit 
w ould be rendered In the faithful nnd ofllelenl 
instruction and management Of the pupil*. 

IT WAS DETERMINED To EST ABLUSH A HIGH 
CRADK SCHOOL. 

Tlic common schools, upon which the peo- 
ple. Hi ilicir iwvoriy, were helping, could i.ot 
meet the demands of tho limes; and such In- 
solations ns were designed to impart a hig ier 
c location were entirely Inaccessible and be- 
yond the means of all, except an occasional 
c.iild of fortune. It became evident, there- 
fore, that Ihe only feasible plan to meat Ihe 
deficiency was to establish an Institution of 
high grade in I lie mldsl of the community ; 
one which would combine as great advan- 
tages as the mass of Ihe pupils would ever bo 
able to utilize.

Frequent meetings wereannouueed at ILs own 
suggestion, along Ihe line, nt which there were 
usually ten or fifteen persons present from 
Hie immediate ntilghliorhood. altracled by a 
desiro to sec and hear "what was up." Great 
enlhuslnsm was always reported, and strong 
rosolul ons adopted. Those were the pulsa- 
tions o' an otherwise lifeless enterprise. In 
lliis w: y It wns kept nllvc four years, amid 
the lees and ridicule or nn uiisyinpalhlslng 
public, llll nt last, as If In desperation, il 
sprang Into lire. 

Ala meeting held In Aiken's hall. In which 
there were about thirty stockholders. Il was 
resolve:! to omploy 11*1 convicts and enter Im- 
mediately upon the construction or the road. 

A l that time there was not more than 81,500 
nvallablc funds, which was barely sufficient 
lo purchase Iheordlnnry Implements for grad- 
ing, nn-I defray the expense of transporting 
the convicts. Favorablo term* wcro made 
with the Slate by which she was to receive 
slock li Ihe road for her convict labor; hav- 
ing thus secured the necessary labor, and pro- 
vided Ihe Implements for work, 

DIRT WAS FIRST BROKEN 

at the stockade three miles west of Green 
wood by Dr. E. H. Calhoun of this town. Gen 
P. H. Hrndley President of the company and 
Hon. Georgo I). Tillman In the presence of* 
large concourse or citizens assembled lo Inau- 
gurate an enterprise which Ibe* regarded ns 
exclusively their own, nnd tho success or 
which depended on themselves. From that 
time the work went on without Interruption. 
Tho treasury and storehouse of the company 
were lo the pockets and smoke houses or the 
Indlvlcual stockholders, from which supplies 
wero drawn ns they were needed. Their 
wives and daughters made Iho clothing for 
Ihe convicts. The merchant* of Greenwood 
contributed liberally when called on. At this 
time t .icrc was not the slightest Idea on ihe 
part of the publlo that the road would be 
built. They could nol conceive how Green- 
wood could build n railroad; mid except In 
Iho single Instance of Ihe Abbeville Medium, 
whose Intuitive perception saw Ihe end from 
Ihe bediming, not a friendly voice or word of 
encouragement was ever offered. The work 
progrci-sed.and with lis progress begnu efforts 
lo obstruct it, spies were scnt-lo watch the 
treatment of the convicts, and to drum up 
charges of Inhumanity and cruelty. The 
moral senso of Iho wholo State was shocked 
al Hie horrible details fabricated by these se- 
cret agents. The State authorities ordered the 
j Immediate return of the convicts to the walls 
I of the penile .tlory, but the same wisdom and 
j Intelligence which had steered the enterprise 
safely llius far, conscious or Innocence, were 
able to comprehend the fact that even the 
state was bound by the terms of her contract, 
and her demand was refused. Tho power of 
the state was thus arrayed against it : It was 
charged in certain localities that "the road 
was not running in the right direction." Ef- 
forts were made to divert It from ILs objective 
point, but oil In vnln. It was declnred to bo a 

"CHILn OF DESTINY" 
and no power could stop It. During the pro- 
gress of Its construction Augusta loukcu on 
with provoking palicuce.noi knowing wholh 
cr most to admire the energy and push of lis 
projectors, or the magnitude or tho under! lik- 
ing.

The political record of Greenwood Is senree- 
lv less conspicuous than Hint or her enter- 
prlFonud education. In all the political con- 
vulsions which hnvo agitated the State, *he 
has always taken the deepest Interest, and 
bos done ns much perhaps os any other com- 
munity lo mould the policy or the State, and 
ui determine her nction In all emergencies, 
whether wise or unwise. She was Intensely 
Carollnlnn, and Jealous of the honor or 
of tho state. In tho days of Nullifica- 
tion she stood as ono man in support or the 
measure, and the memorable discussion 


which took place at a barheeue at Byrd's 
Spring was a prominent event In ber histo- 
ry. True to her convictions she was ever 
ready and prompt lo assert the righl and lo 
vindicate IL She adopted the Hrst ordinance 
or Secession which subjected her to severe 
criticism and gave occasion for that memora- 
ble satire upon her action,

It has been stated that Greenwood exhibited 
no signs of Improvement for tho first tbroe 
years after the completion of the Greenwood 
and Augusln railroad lu .882. At that time 
her population was about 800. Although her 
trade was gradually Increasing during thai 

Ceriod. there were lew, if any. accessions to 
er population, owing mainly perhaps, to 
Iho ract that there were no vacant houses to 
be had. 

In 16S5 tho demnnd became so great that 
within the next two years thirty-five new 
residences were erected and two block* of 
brick bulldinss/contalnlngelghtelegant store 
rooms nnd a large town hall, besides quite a 
uumberor smaller houses. 

Tho demand Is still unsupplled and Increas- 
ing, nnd her population now numbors more 
than 1,500. 

It would require the erection or as many 
more houses to meet the growing demnnd. 

The erection or two additional blocks of 
brick stores and a banking house this Fall arc 
in contemplation. It Is a notable ract that np 
to the present time the price of real estate 
hns;not kept pace with her commercial and 
material progress. Upon comparison 11 has 
been found to be cheaper than that or any- 
other town otequal size, and Is a hundred per 
cent cheaper than any town or like situation 
and prospects. The fact Is accounted for upon 
ihe practical, business character of her peo- 
ple, and the total absence or anything like o 
boom. 

There ha* been no Inflation or prices, 
and all advancement 1* the gradual and legiti- 
mate result or the law or demand and supply . 
Her growth Is a healthy nnd solid growth. 

Ileal estate Is now steadily advancing though 
still comparatlvly low, and the same causes 
which are now operating, will continue lo en- 
hance Its value. Inquires from this nnd other 
States evidence the fact that public attention 
is largely directed lo thlB point as one of 
much promise. 

OROWTII OF THE TRADE OF THtt TOWN. 

A comparative statement of the trade 
or tho town for the last Ave years, will 
show tho basis of this promise. A care- 
ful estimate of her financial operations end- 
ing 1st of .luno for each year INK to 1587 em- 
bracing, In round numbers, all her opera-

From the above results It will boscen thai 
at the time of the completion or her railroad, 
and for two years after, Greenwood was re- 
stricted In hor trade to the narrow limits cf 
her own neighborhood, but as the advantages 
she offered ns n general market became known, 
hor patronage extended till It emOraces the 
greater pnrt of Edgefield, Laurens, Abbeville 
and Newberry counties. 

Cotton Is brought lo her market a distance 
of forty miles, and she Is moklng dally ship- 
ments or bacon, flour and meal, often by the 
carload, to Newberry, Prosperity. Laurens, 
Hnnea Path, Abbeville and Intermediate 
nolnts on the different lines of railroad.

A NOTABLE AND SUCCESSFUL INDUSTRY 


The PenrceOrnnlle Works— It* Nplen 
did Uranite and Ibe Increa*lnfr 
Demand — The Incidental Advan- 
tage* lo Greenwood. 

Another Industry which she may Justly 
claim and which deserves to be mentioned Is 
the Pearce Granite Works, sltunted three 
miles northeast ol Greenwood on eltli'r side 
of Ihe Greenwood, Laurens and Spartanburg 
railroad nnd operated by Col. S. A. Pearce. or 
Columbia. The extent nnd quality or the 
granite deposit Is little known lo the public. 
It I* practically Inexhaustible : the quality Is 
unsurpassed in America, and It Is said lo bo 
superior to the celebrated \\ Innsboro grnnllo. 
Ills nfn light color, splits well, and can be 
quarried lo any dimensions w ith the greatest 
ease. II Is susceptible of the highest polish 
and some of It Is used for ornamental pur 
po«es. 

This vast Industry, giving regular em- 
ployment to hundreds or trained luborers, 
must have remained forever undeveloped In 
the absence of railroad transportation. As 
soon a* Ihls was provided, the experienced 
business eye of Col. Pcarce, who was Ihe first 
to Introduce this Industry InlotheSoulh, wns 
nllroctcd by tho extent nnd value of this 
granite. He took specimens or It lo Clncln- 
uatl. Charleston nnd other cities seeking the 
best material possible to pave their streets, 
and negotiated with them for the required 
amount. The rnllrond authorities promptly 
co-operated with Col. Pearce Id Iho construc- 
tion or a rnllrond track three quarters or a 
mile long to connect wllh their line and fa- 
cilitate shipment*. Pally ear londs of licl- 
glau paving blocks, 12x7x5 inches, nre ship- 
ped to Cincinnati nnd Charleston. The rough 
qnnrrylng Is done by native blacks who by 
long experience, have acquired sufficient skill 
lo earn their dollar per day, bnt the shaping 
and polishing of the blocks Is done by experts 
Imported for Ihal purpose-mostly Scotch- 
men— whoso skill commands tho highest 
wages. Two-thirds or the wages or these la- 
borers arc oxponded In Greenwood. 1MB tons 
or Ibcse blocks wero shipped h«l monlh from 
(Ills quarrv, and the demand upon It Is In- 
creasing. This Industry or the town Is Just 
beginning to;dcvelop. The railroads appre- 
ciate Its value as giving them a long haul of 
7U0 miles to Cincinnati, where Greenwood can 
pnl her granite as quickly and as cheap, as 
HIrmlugham can place hor Iron In New lork. 

Greenwood's gran I to qunrry Is the nearest I 
appronoh she hus, at this time, to a manufac- 
tory, and while no costly structure has been 
creeled, nnd no massive steam engines nre 
emnloved, ycl the monthly payment of thou- 
uuids of dollars as wnges to operatives. Is nol 
ess than is required or the most extensive 
factories. 


ever, and Inquiry Is now made with reference 
to selecting this as one of the points at which 
a mill islobeerected under the fostering care 
of this controlling power. 

The Phenomenal Success of the 
Building; nnd I.onn Association at. 
I., si rale* the Xeccxalty for a Bank. 

During tho samo year she organized, under 
the laws of this State, a Hut Id lug und Loan 
Association which has hoen managed most 
successfully. Ills now I n tho second yenr of 
Its active existence. -102 shores of SltiO each 
were taken, and the net guln up to the time 
of the first annual statement was tojjjt. The 
stock of this association commands a very 
high premium, and Is sought after, hut 1b not 
to he had on the innrkct. It has been of great 
benefit lo the town In furnishing means for 
iho erection of houses as well as a safe and 
profitable Investment. 

The success of the Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation Illustrates the necessity for n banking 
Institution to meet tho growing demands or 
the lown, and cannot be longer delayed. As- 
surance Is given Ihal a bank will be ostubllsli- 
edas soon as the bulldlngcan beorected. Tho 
establishment ol other industries will soon 
follow. 

Pinning; Mill nnd Sush Fnclory. 

The operations of a lumber yard, which has 
existed here for two years past, have been *o 
great, and the demand for doors, sash and 
blinds is such that parties have determined to 
erect a planing mill and sash factory, and are 
now negotiating to secure a location for that 
purpose. No bettor place for the establish- 
ment or such Industries can bo selected. 

While the facilities for transportation which 
she offers, arc equal to those of other locall- 

quality. 

Whlieoak, ash, hickory, wnlnut, poplar and 
pine timbers abound in the valleys and ridges 
or the adjacent country. Recently an Eng- 
lishman bus been engaged In shipping largo 
quantities or this material to England for va- 
rious purposes of manufacture.

Another enterprise which Greenwood 
has decided to undertake Is the erec- 
tion of a cotton factory, for Ihe accom- 
plishment or this s.he bring* to hor 
aid bor former experience In a more hercu- 
lean task. In It she has enlisted every Inter- 
est or the town, and lays under contribution 
every department or her trade. She enters 
upon It with that unity of purpose and single- 
ness of aim which Is a guarantee of success. 
The committees charged with the various de- 
tails are encouraged by their success, Bnd It Is 
believed, will soou report their readiness to 
contract for the work. 

Her Board or Trade Is "Ihe power behind 
the throne." Rcpresen ling every Interest of 
the town, and composed of mon of wealth, 
mature Judgment and practical exporlonco, 
the unnnimous co-operation or all these Inter- 
ests Is readily obtained lor accomplishment of 
such measures as the Board will recommend. 

In the orcctlon of a cotton factory It Is un- 
derstood that the merchant Is Increasing the 
number of his custoinors, iho physlolnn Is 
adding to his list of patients and the lawyer 
to his clients, tho mechanic Is creating a de- 
mnnd for his services, and for every hundred 
operatives employed tho town will probably 
receive Ave hundred Inhabitant, beside* the 
profits to accrue to the Individual stockhold- 
er. Others have offered nnd are waiting to 
take slock in this enterprise.

Steps have also been taken by tho Bonrd of 
Trado lo provide an ample wagon yard for tho 
use and occupation or those who come rrom a 
distance with their produce and ore compell- 
ed to remain over during tho night without 
stable or shelter.

She creeled and operated during the war a 
card factory for the manufacture or cotton 
mid wool cards, which was the only one in 
the nppeT pari or the Stale, It not the only 
one In It. Krom Ihls factory thousands of 
cards were distributed over the countrv. nnd 
was a means of relief from the destittiilon re- 
sulting from the blockade or southern purls. 
After the war when there was no longer a ne- 
cessity for so primitive an Institution, she 
sold It, and ordered the proceeds to be nppor- 
Honed nmong tho minor children of deceased 
Conredernto soldlors In tills and adjoining 
counties. 

t'ollon Seed Oil Mill Hint wa* Crush- 


In 1*- 1 she obtained a charter for a cotton 
seed oil mill with a view of putting It Into 
Immediate o|ierallon, but abandoned the en- 
terprise on account or a crushing monopoly 
whose policy is to suppress every similar en- 
terprise, and permit the operation of none ex- 
cept such as are .authorized by ltselt Suoh 
tins been the rate of many small mills nnd 
Greenwood profited by their experience. The

The Abbeville Medium regarded It In a 
rather relherlnl light and thought It was the 
Grtenuood Oa<ametcr designed as a safoly 
vnlvc for the town's cllerveselng patriotism 
and enterprise, while. In reality. II was the 
dawn of a ".Vcic Km" which was to date her 
future rise nnd progress After the "Kiw 
Kra" hnd served lis mlsslon.lt gave way to 
the Saluda Argun Which look up the work of 
Us predecessor, nnd did valuable service for 
Iho town. Tho Argus lived lo see the comple- 
tion or many of the enterprises or the InwA. 
When Its work was done and Us allolled tlmo 
had expired, the Oreentcood Light appeared 
for a Utile while, dimly II Is true, and upon 
Us extinction sprang the present 1HMOM 
rully equipped and equal to the task nsslirned: 
II, am! is doing valuable servlco for Ihe lown. 

There are tew country ofllces so fitted up an 
I hat or the Tribune, and prepared for all kinds 
of printing, from nn ordinary hand bill to Ilia 
most ornate card .- from the newspaper to the 
tr ora troth poster — anything on the shortest 
notice nnd In the best, style. There Is danger 
of under estimating the value of a newspaper 
as one of the raotors lu tho progress and de- 
velopment of ■■ community. What can a 
lown do without a press ; where ha* there 
ever beon one that has grown beyond the nar- 
row dimensions or a mere local existence 
without the press. Thluk of Atlanta, Augusta 
or Columbia without a pnss. The press III* 
true, does not make Ihe city bul It Is a factor 
without ' which the city cannot be made. 
The press Is Ibe measure of the town's progress 
It records each step which must be done h*. 
lore It will bo known where and when to take 
the next; 11 points out the wuy, encourage* 
the diligent, rebukes the slothful, warns of 
Impending dangers, with many other services, 
all ofwlilch are esser.tlal conditions ofll* 
growth. One of the most hopeful slgnsoftho 
ruture progress ora town, Is ihe hearty sup- 
port or Its press, and none need hope to grow 
wllhout It This hurried sketch of the lead- 
ing Incidents In Ihe lire nnd character ora 
busy community would be Incomplete with- 
out a to iei' reference, at least, to the men who 
have been active participants in all that 
has been recently achieved, and In whose 
hands Is the rmure destiny or the town, hut 
the narrow limits or n small paper cnmpell 
us to refer ihe render lo the local columns of 
the 7VftiiHC, and to the advertisements.
